breakfast table. The movement began 
with caution, but has grown In bold- 
ness from day to day and week to week, 
until now some of the highest authori- 
ties in the Democratic party are une- 
quivocally on record in favor of duties 
on tea, coffee and sugar. The Philadel- 
phia Record asserts that, as a prelimi- 
nary step to attacking the McKinley 
Tariff, new sources of revenue, which 
will yield about $100,000,000 to the 
Treasury, must tie opened, and insint* 
that this amount can only be raised by 
going "at once to those sources of fiscal 
revenue that belong to a Tariff for reve- 
nue only." These sources are thus 
pointed out: 

First in tbe lift is sugar, which at a 
duty of lj rents h pound only would 
yield a revenue of f BO.OUti.tMJO on the basis 
of last year's importations. Next comes 
coffee, which at a duty of 3 cents a pound 
would yield 118,500.000 more. Tea would 
produce $4,500,000 revenue from a low 
duty of ft cents a pound. 

Here are Democratic tuxes for the 
contemplation of tiie workiugman who 
was caught in the Cleveland net last 
November by the bait of "cheaper neces- 
saries of life." They mean a tax not 
alone for his breakfast table, but for his 
dinner table and tea table iu the bar- 
gain.

March 39. -F. 

haT"lndicated"the Hne of policy which 
will govern htm In the selection of 
about 110,000 fourth-class postmasters 

this year. 

"In the first place," said he, "I don't 
propose to permit unsuccessful pollti- 
ciana to dictate appointments. Ex 
congressmen and men who raa for 
congress and were defeated will 
not control appointments under me. 
In states where there is not a demo- 
cratic senator and the districts are rep- 
resented by republicans in congress, 
the state, district or county democratio 
committees will be asked to make rec- 
ommendations for postmasters. We 
want to deal with live democrats, men 
of influence, not worn out politicians. 

"Men and women who held post of- 
fices four years ago will not be ap- 
pointed if new blood can be found.

Hitherto the face o 
i armor plate has confronted thi 
zzle of the gun, that is, tbe lin< 
traveled by the projectiles was at righ 
angles with the target The dlachargi 
might be called a straight-way fire 
The test has been a severe one for thi 
material, as in actual warfare such i 
condition embracing proximity of gut 
and directness of attack, will be re 
mote. 

Light armor placed at an angle with 
the line of fire, has been attacked by 
,pid fire guns, but heavy armor hat 
never been so placed. For this test a 
nickel steel plate, Harveyized, ten 
inches in thickness, will be fired npon 
from a twelve-inch rifle. The natural 
inference is that an armor plate placed 
at an angle with the line of fire will 
I to glance off all projectiles, and 
the plate will be placed so that the 
shell will be riceocheted into an em- 
bankment

The Noted Confederate General,' 
Passes Away. 

To Bloody Scenes His Mind Revert* 
When Death Came.

Skwanke, Teun., March 89.— Oen. 
E. Klrby Smith, professor of mathe- 
matics In the UnlTerslty of the South 
aince 1875, died here Tuesday afternoon 
at 3:85. For two years his health has 
beeu declining. Two weeks ago he was 
taken sick In New Orleans, and was 
confined In his bed for five or six days, 
but recovered sufficiently to ti 
reported at 8ewanee ready for duty 
Monday, Maroh 19. Two days aftei 
ward he caught cold. A relapse ensued, 
hit condition being oomplicated by 
gestion of the right lung. 

Krery thing in human power was done 
to save him, but from the first it 
evident that the chances were aga 
his recovery. Once or twice during 
temporary periods of 
his mind wandered through past 
scenes, and he ordered the bai 
come up. Early Tuesday morning he 
became totally unconscious. His end 
was very peaceful. His wife and six 
his family were with him. 

He died as he lived— bright, strong 
and confident In his Christian faith and 
hope. One of his very latest connected 
utterances was a verse from the twenty- 
third Psalm: 'Though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, 1 
will fear no evil, for Thou ai ' 

Gen. Klrby Smith wu bom 
Augustine, Florida, May 16, 1824, and 
was therefor* In the 69th year of 
his age. With him closet the list 
of full generals on both sides dur- 
ing the late war. Hit commission as 
full general in the confederate 
service having been issued February 19, 
1M4. He came from an illuitrioutfaoiily 
of aoldlers that has participated with 
distinction in every war waged in this 
country since the old French war. His 
grandfather served both against the 
French and the British, being a majc 
in the revolutionary war. His fathi 
was colonel in the war of 1812, and wi 
afterward made United States judge 
of the superior court of Florida. 
Ills elder brother was killed in 
the Mexican war. Oen. Kirby Smith 
himself was twice brevetted for gal- 
lantry on the field in the same wars 
An account of his life, recognized by 
himself authentic, will be found in Ap- 
pleton's biography. Gen. Klrby Smith 
married Miss Cassle Selden, of Virginia, 
in 1863. His wife and eleven children 
survive him. His eldest son, K. Kirby 
Smith, Jr.. has been for some yeara a
